Section 13-provides that less than a 


quorum of either branch of the city coun- 
cil, school board or overseers of the poor 
may adjourn to a fixed day, earlier thin 
the next regular meeting and shall have 
the power to compel attendance of absent 
members, and the city council may by or- 
dinance impose a penalty, not exceeding 
S-'O, for failure to attend meetings. 


Section 14 repeals all acts and ordi- 


nances inconsistent with the act, and pro- 
vides that so much an refers to the tenure 
and the power of removal shall not take 
effect until the commencement of next 
municipal year: the rest to take

upon passage.

Cuban Correipcrnd«nco. 


The president has transmitted to the 


house such . correspondence relative to 
Cuba as he deems not incompatible with 
the public interest This is in response to 
a house resolution. 
The papers are vol- 


uminous, and' include over 2000 letters 
which passed... between Secretary Olney 
and Senor de Lome, the Spanish minister- 
Consul General "Williams and others. 


The letters ot the secretary of state tt. 


Mr. de Lome, the Spanish minister, in- 
sisted upon the right of Mr. Williams, our 
consul general at Habana, to protest 
against the action of General Campos, 
then governor general of Cuba, in con 
fining American citizens and otherwise 
transgressing on American rights. Gen- 
eral Campos had denied this right. 


Mr. Oluey, under date of Sept. 28/1695, 


insisted on this right under tho treaty of 
1870 in vigorous terms. Mr. de Lomo, in 
reply, was inclined to evade the issue, 
pleading that General .Campos did not in- 
tend to give offense. This part of the cor- 
respondence, concludes with a cable from 
Mr. Taylor,, our minister at Madrid, dated 
Oct. 21, announcing'that the minister of 
foreign affairs had agreed to recognize the 
rights claimed for consuls under the treaty 
of 1S70. .

the Price or Woolen Clothing. 


The authors' of the Reed-Ringley tar- 


.2 bill ','for revenue only" estimate that 
the taxes on' imports 'of raw wool-would 
yield an annual revenue of $14',000,000, 
says the Philadelphia Record.' This 
•would be-a large sum for American 
woolen manufacturers to pay in ttises 
for their imported raw materials, to say 
nothing of the anticipated increase in 
tho cost of domestic -wool. In order to 
recover this sum from American con- 
sumers ii; -would be necessary to heavily 
increase the prices of every variety of 
woolen clothing. But possibly some of 
the American manufacturers have been 
persuacled by-tho tariff organs that the 
foreign producers pay the protective 
duties for the privilege of trading in this 
country I. At tmy rate, 'this is the'doc- 
trine proclaimed by Governor HcKiule'y 
and taught -"b'y a few protectionist pro- 
fessors of political economy. 


If the foreign sheep growers pay the 


duties on imports of wool, what is the 
necessity for "compensatory"'duties on 
woolens for the American mannfacttfrers 
of snob fabrics? We trust that the a:dv ' 
cates of protection will see nothing im- 
pertinent in this inquiry. There'are so 
many apparent contradictions" in their 
theories that a free trader can hardly 
avoid becoming somewhat confused in 
the effort to reconcile the difficulties. 
We hav,e no doubt that the thing is quite 
clear to'a'protectionist.':

'The bill to amend the .charter of the 


city of Lotvcll drawn up b}' the finance 
commission was placed in the hands of 
Representative Putnam yesterday. 


It contains 14 sections and is fully as 


important as any legislation asked for the 
city. 


Section one transfers the 
executive 


power vested in.the city council to the 
mayor and heads of departments. 
• Section two places the appointment of 
all officials in the hands of the mayor, 
subject .to the approval of the hoard of al- 
dermen, excepting the members of the 
school committee, the police board, the 
trustees of the public library, the board of 
health and the overseers of the poor, th 
present law not being interfered with; 


Section three gives the mayor the righ 


to suspend or remove any officer excep 
tho.ne noted, for such cause as he slml 
deeru sufficient, and he shall make sue] 
action a. matter of record, provided tha 
no removals shall be made on partisan 
grounds. 


Section four gives the mayor the righ- 


to designate an official to perform the tern 
por:iry duties of a vacant office, but he i 
required within two weeks .to send in .a 
nomination to the board ot aldermen, ant 
continue to do so until the office is filled 
A rejected nominee cannot be renomi- 
nated for six months during the same 
year, unless the aldermen shall call for 
it. 
. Section five provides that a departmen 
of supplies shall- be created to purchase 
all ihaterial and supplies, so far as is 
practical, by public advertisement, undur 
contract, approved by the mayor. 'An.in- 
voice book in which all bids shall-he 
entered, accessible to the public, is ^re- 
quired. 


Section six requires the mayor to keep 


records of all official acts and 
authorizes 


him to employ "the clerks for the pur- 
pose. 


Section seven provides that the heads 


of departments'are to appoint and dis- 
charge subordinate officials and employee, 
and keep a record giving the reasons for 
discharge, which reasons must not be 
partisan. 


Section eight gives the heads of depart- 


ments general charge of their depart- 
ments, and the power to make contracts, 
excepting those for supplies, contracts 
over S500 to be approved by the mayor'. 


Section nine takes from the city council 


the right to employ labor,- purchase ma- 
terials and supplies, or in general the con- 
duct of the administrative or executive 
business of the city, except as may be necj 
essaryto defray the contingent espensesfof 
its own body. 


Section 10 requires that appropriations 


be devoted to the specific purpose for which 
made, and prohibits the expenditure of 
money or the -incurring of any liability, 
except under an appropriation made by 
the city council, provided that at the^oni- 
mencement of the fiscal year, before the 
appropriations are made, one-sixth of the 
total appropriation for similar purposes in 
the preceding year may be expended. 


Section 11 abolishes the reserved fund 


and requires that aH moneys shall be car- 
ried to one general treasury fund, and all 
disbursements shall ha made from that 
fund under appropriations duly made, the 
expnnditures by tbe school committee, 
payments on the debt, and to the common- 
wealth, as required by law, excepted' 


Section 12 requires a yea and nay vote 


of members ot the city council when the 
expenditure or appropriation of public 
money is involved, or any debt or liabil- 
ity. 


Section 13 provides that less than a 


quorum of either branch of the city coun- 
cil, school board or overseers of the poor 
may adjourn to a fixed day, earlier than 
the next regular meeting and shall have 
the power to compel-attendance of absent 
members, and the city council may by or- 
dinance impose a penalty, not exceeding 
S20, for failure "to attend meetings. 


Section 14 repeals all acts and ordi- 


nances inconsistent with the act, and pro- 
vides that so much as refers to the tenure 
and the power of removal shall not tak« 
effect until the commencement of next 
municipal year; the rest to take effect 
upon passage.

PROPOSED AVOOL DUTY. 


Tto Tax "Blajit Bo. Paid I>y «n IncrcaM In 


the Prlco of Woolen Clolhinc. 


The authors of the Eeed-Dingley tar- 


iff bill "for revenue only'/estimate that 
tho taxes on imports of raw wool would 
yield an animal revenue of $14,000,000, 
says the Philadelphia Record. 
This 


would bo n large sum for American 
woolen manufacturers to pay in taies 
for their imported raw materials, to say 
nothing of the anticipated increase in 
tha cost of domestic wool. In order to 
recover this sum from American con- 
sumers it would be necessary to heavily 
increase the prices of every variety of 
woolen clothing. Bat possibly some of 
tha American manufacturers have been 
persuaded by the tariff organs 'that' the 
foreign producers "pay the protective 
duties for the privilege of trading in this 
•country 1 At any rate, this is the doo- 
trine proclaimed by Governor McKinley 
and taught by n few protectionist pfo- 
fessors of political economy. 
' " 


' If the foreign sheep growers pay the 
duties on'imports of wool,- -what is the 
necessity for "compensatory" duties on 
•woolens for the American manufacturers 
of such fabrics? We trust that the advo- 
cates of protection will see nothing im- 
pertinent in this inquiry. There are so 
many apparent contradictions in their 
theories that a free trader can hardly 
avoid becoming somewhat confused in 
the" effort to reconcile' the difficulties. 
We have no doubt that the thing is quite 
clear to a'protectionist. 


Hevenno From Onitoms. 


The revenues from customs for the 


present fiscal year promise to reach 
§170,000,000, says the Philadelphia 
Eecord. "For January, -189G, the receipts 
from onstbms amounted to $16,880,796, 
which if kept tip would; bring the re- 
ceipts for the present calendar' -year up 
to nearly $200;000,000'from duties on 
imports. But there is no doubt that'the 
actual tariff is a better revenue producer 
than was tbe McKinley tariff or than 
would be the'RsBd-Dingley bill if made 
a law.
